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Poles relax 
central hold 
on economy 

WARSAW (AP). — A deputy 
premier yesterday unveiled plana 
for decentralizing control of 
Poland’s economy as local strikes 
continued in at least four areas. In- 
cluding one where strikers were 
dema n di ng the ouster of a local 
Communist chief. 

New Communist Party boss 
Stanlslaw Kanin, meanwhile, paid a 
surprise visit to the Baltic coastal 
cities that were the focus of the 
nationwide strikes. 

The official news agency PAP 
reported that Kania, chosen on 
Saturday to replace the ailing 
Edward Glerek, visited the Paris 
Commune shipyard In Gdynia and 
then travelled to nearby Gdansk, 
home of the Lanin Shipyard, for a 
meeting with party activists. Depu- 
ty-Premier Henryk Klslel told a 
news conference that a 20- member 
commission had been established to 
revamp Poland's economic 
management. 

Klslel said the commission would 
delegate greater authority to local 
officials In the administering of 
such areas as housing, road con- 
struction, internal trade and local 
service Industries. 

Plant managers, "supported by 
self-governing workers,” would be 
given greater authority in the 
operation of their factories, Klslel 
said. 

He said the Planning Commis- 
sion, which had given detailed 
direction on economic matters, 
would assume a role “of a more 
general character." 

Meanwhile, the dissident Com- 
mittee for Social Self-Defence 
(KDFt) said workers at a large air- 
plane factory in Mlelec walked off 
the job five days ago. KDR said the 
strike began after local party 
secretary Alojzy ECotarba cir- 
culated a petition against free trade 
unions. 


Assad opens 
merger talks 
with Gaddafi 

TRIPOLI (UPI). — ; To the chanting 
of half R/jufllion Ubyansdem anding 
<"099 nation, not .two,” Syrian 
President. Hafez Assad and Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi yester- 
day began talks on bow to merge 
their two countries into a united 
front against Israel. 

, (Sapping, stomping and shouting 
their support, the crowds gathered 
near Tripoli's airport to hear Gad- 
dafi and Assad praise Arab unity, 
state-run Libyan News Agency, 
Jana, said. 

- "This unity,” said, Gaddafi, “is to 
confront Israel, Sadat, America and 
the Arab reactionaries ... In order to 
establish greater Arab unity, we 
should start with Syria and Libya." 

In what appeared to be an allusion 
to abortive past attempts at Arab 
unity and the difficulty of merging 
two countries over 1,000 kilometres 
apart having completely different 
histories and personalities, Gaddafi 
said: “It may be difficult ... but this 
merger Is going to go through no 
matter what.” 

-There warns Indication how long 
Assad would remain In Tripoli. 

Arab diplomatic sources said that 
Bept ag — the 10th anniversary of 
the death of former Egyptian presi- 
dent Gamal Abdul Nasser — is a 
likely date for officially nutting the 
two countries, if all the technical 
problems can be worked out by 
then.

Two figures allegedly associated 
with the underworld, Tuviya Oshri 
and Mimon Levy, were remanded 
yesterday as suspects in the 
murder of Amos Orion and Azar 
Cohen six weeks ago. 

Oshri, who was described during 
the Bezalel Mizrahi -Ha 'a re far libel 
trial as "a senior member of the 
Kerem gang," and Levy, owner of 
the Ramada Shalom Hotel In 
Jerusalem and the son of a leading 
Jerusalem contractor, were 
arrested on Saturday. 

Yesterday afternoon, Oshri and 
then Levy were brought handcuffed 
to Magistrates Court in Jerusalem, 
where police asked that they be 
remanded for 15 days. 

Police representative Sgan- 
NJtzav Alex Ish-Shalam told Judge 
Melr Midin that Oshri left the coun- 
try one day after the mangled 
bodies of Orion and Cohen were 
found in tbe sand dunes of Ashdod. 

The officer presented secret in- 
formation allegedly showing that 
Oshri knew of the murders before 
then. 

He also claimed that Oshri had 
"fled" to Jerusalem to evade cap- 
ture, a charge denied by the 
suspect, who said he came after a 
quarrel with his wife Yocheved. She 
later Joined him In the capital, and 
was also arrested in connection 
with the case. 

Oshri also rejected allegations 
that his trip abroad was in- 
criminating. He returned, openly 


Carter to ensure oil, 
UN seat for Israel

WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my- Carter yesterday pledged to 
American Jewish leaders that the 
U.S. would not permit Israel’s ex- 
pulsion from tbe UN. 

During a nearly one-hour 
meeting at the White House, the 
president was also reported to have 
said the U.S.- will provide Israel 
with emergency oil supplies If the 
world-market price gets to “inor- 
dinate levels.” 

Participants In the meeting said 
Carter had made a strong appeal 
for the Jewish vote in the coming 
presidential election. 

Attacking the supposed influence 
61 the major U.S. oil companies. on 
the Republican Party, the president 
specifically cited former Texas 


governor John Connally as 
someone who would have control 
over -U.S. "energy and foreign 
policies," if Reagan were to win the 
election. 

The session was with the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 
chaired by Howard Squadron of 
New York City. 

Earlier in the morning, the 
delegation met with Vice-President 
Walter Mondale. After the meeting 
with Carter, the group was briefed 
. for some 30 minutes by special U.S. 
Middle East Ambassador Sol 
Linowitz. 

The Presidents' Conference Is 
non-partisan and does not endorse 
candidates. Squadron later told 
reporters. He said the group had

TEL AVIV. — Tel Aviv’s 11,000 city 
workers will resume regular work 
today, following the economic 
cabinet's reluctant decision yester- 
day, accompanied by harsh 
-criticism and threats by Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz, to transfer 
the 1530m. necessary to pay the 
workers ’ salaries. 

The economic cabinet decided to 
give local authorities a total 
15250m. for welfare services, some 
of which will go towards relieving 
the plight of Tel Aviv's needy pop- 
ulation. 


Apart from piles of garbage in the 
streets and a number of traffic light 
breakdowns, the strike passed 
almost unnoticed In Tel Aviv. 
Skeleton staffs of nurses and social 
workers kept hospitals and welfare 
Institutions running, and elemen- 
tary schools operated as usual. 

Nursery- schools and high schools 
closed at U a.m., leaving happy 
pupils free to go to the beaches, 
which were officially closed. The 
fire department' operated as usual. 

Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat

Police hold 2 suspects 
in Orion-Cohen killing 


and legally, two weeks ago, the 
suspect's lawyer pointed out. 

Unshaven and red-eyed, hand- 
cuffed to the detectives surroun- 
ding him, Oshri said to reporters on 
his way out of the courthouse: 
"What do they want from me? X go 
abroad every two weeks, and they 
say I ran away because of the 
murder." 

Levy, cleanshaven and looking 
calm and unperturbed, claimed he 
had nothing to do with the case. 

Police evidence against him con- 
sisted mostly of facts Unking him as 
a close friend of Oshri. Among 
other things, Oshri was arrested In 
an apartment belonging to Levy, 
and police claimed that Levy had 
visited him there. 

According to poUee, Levy and 
Oshri wanted to get rid of Cohen 
and Orion because Cohen tried to 
blackmail them, threatening to 
reveal their connection to the 
murder of Brink's guard Dov Livne 
10 years ago. Amos Orton was con- 
victed for that murder in 1971, and 
Levy testified against him but later 
recanted. Orion was pardoned a 
tew months ago, and swore to find 
the real murderers. 

The judge called the evidence 
against the suspects weak, but con- 
sidering the gravity of the case, 
ordered them remanded, although 
for shorter periods than had been 
requested. Oshri will be held for 
seven days and Levy for nine. 
Yocheved Oshri was ordered 
released on 152,000 bail.

Egypt is likely to easp up on 
some of the restrictions it has 
informally imposed on trade 
ties with Israel In the wake of 
Foreign Minister Yltshak 
Shamir's visit to Cairo today. 
This was the assessment In 
Jerusalem yesterday on the eve 
of the visit. 

Shamir Is to meet with President 
Anwar Sadat tomorrow to discuss 
Israel’ a dissatisfaction over the 
slow pace of normalization between 
the two countries. Shamir will also 
hold more detailed — and 
presumably more practical — con- 
versations on the same issue with 
his host, Acting 'Foreign Minister 
Butros Gholi. 

Israeli sources indicated that 
Shamir and his aides will stress 
trade and cultural ties as two key 
areas in which the formal nor- 
malization agreements between the 
two countries have remained 
almost a dead letter. 

Shamir charged publicly last 
week that the Cairo authorities ac- 
tively discourage commercial links 
between Egyptian and IsraeU com- 
panies. In the cultural field, there 
have been no professional or 
academic delegations from Egypt 
visiting Israel, and no exchanges of 
exhibitions, experts, scholarships, 
troupes — and all the other com- 
ponents of cultural Intercourse 
which were anticipated in the 
cultural pact between the two coun- 
tries. 

It was the result of Shamir’s com- ' 
plaints, conveyed to Egypt by U.S. 


special Middle East envoy Sol 
Linowitz, that Cairo decided to In- 
vite the foreign minister. Observers 
see the Invitation as a sign that 
Egypt seeks to improve the at- 
mosphere between the two coun- 
tries before the resumption of the 
autonomy talks and the holding of 
the expected summit In December, 
by Premier Menahem Begin, U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and Sadat. 

Shamir will be accompanied by 
his director-general, David 
Klmche; the head of the ministry's 
Egypt department, Yosef Hadass; 
and tbe head of the minister's 
bureau, Elyaklm Rubinstein. 

Ghali yesterday went out of the 
way to tell reporters that Shamir's 
visit "will have nothing to do with 
the stalled autonomy negotiations." 

He said that talks with Shamir 
will centre on b uilding up bilateral 
relations, with special emphasis on 
advancing normalization between 
the two countries. 

Shamir is scheduled to spend this 
evening In conference with Ghali. 
who Is currently replacing Foreign 
Minister Kama! Hasson All. now 
receiving medical treatment In the 
U.S. The meeting with Sadat will be 
at the latter's summer retreat ol 
Maamoura near Alexandria. 

According to reports. Linowitz 
told Sadat about Begin 's complaint 
that the Egyptian leader was 
meeting more of Begin' 8 political 
rivals than members of Ms cabinet. 

Sadat this week met with former 
defence minister Ezer Welzman. 
The Egyptian leader Is due to meet 
today with former premier Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

Briefing reporters in Cairo 


yesterday, Ghali said that the 
frozen autonomy negotiations will 
not be taken at the talks with 
Shamir. Ghali told reporters that 
Egypt was not finalizing a "work- 
ing paper" to stress Cairo's position 
on autonomy before the three-way 
talks with Israel and the U.S. on the 
issue could be resumed. 

He outlined three principles 
which showed Cairo remained ada- 
mant on Israeli-rejected demands 
that have deadlocked the 10-month- 
old negotiations since last May. 

He said the principles were: 

• Adherence to UN Security Coun- 
cil Resolon 212 of 1967 calling for 
Israeli "withdrawal from all oc- 
cupied Arab lands Including East 
Jerusalem." 

■ Construction of Jewish 
settlements in the occupied lands Is 
"Illegal and an obstacle to peace." 

• The Palestinian people must ex- 
ercise the right to self- 
determination. 

In Egyptian usage, self- 
determination covers the possibili- 
ty of an independent state which 
both Israel and the U.S. oppose. 

Egyptian Vice-President Husnl 
Mubarak said in Paris yesterday 
that Egypt was insisting on the in- 
clusion of East Jerusalem in dis- 
cussions on the future of the West 
Bank, "whether they like it or not." 

Following a 75-minute meeting 
with French President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing, Mubarak said 
he did not believe the Jerusalem 
issue was insoluble. He pointed outh 
that Israel had changed its attitude 
to Sinai when' the peace 
negotiations came to the cruncb, 
implying it would do the same 
regarding East Jerusalem. 


Burg pushes immediate resumption of talks

Israel's chief autonomy 
negotiator. Dr. Yosef Burg, has 
drawn American attention to the 
apparent disparity between the 
Israeli and Egyptian understanding 
of how soon the autonomy talks are 
to resume. 

In a message to U.S. special en- 
voy Sol Linowitz, Burg underscored 
Israel's readiness to begin 
forthwith with scheduling meetings 
of the various subcommittees and 
also of the ministerial plenary. 

The Egyptians. Burg wrote, seem 
to be thinking of a much more 
leisurely procedure. 

From his talks with Llnowltz's 
deputy, James Leonard, Burg add- 
ed. he understood that the Egyp- 
tians had mentioned “mid- 
October," but In a vague and non- 
committal way. They had not 
suggested what level of meeting be 
held in mid-October, nor where It 
should take place. 

The impression seemed to be that 


Egypt did not envisage any serious 
negotiating getting under way until 
well into November. Israel feels 
this Ib much too far off. 

(Premier Menahem Begin made 
It clear at the cabinet meeting on 
Sunday' that he would not agree to 
prepare for a three-way summit un- 
til the autonomy talks have been 
resumed on all levels,) 

Meanwhile, reaction in political 
circles was generally favourable 
yesterday to the publication, by 
Israel Radio’s Shimon Shlffer, of 
unwontedly moderate autonomy 
proposals made to Linowitz and his 
team last week by Agriculture 
Minister (and Herut hardliner) 
Ariel Sharon. 

Sources dose to the Israeli 
autonomy team felt that Sharon's 
ideas, which Begin and the other 
team members approved Jn ad- 
vance; would promote a sense of un- 
ity that has often been lacking 
within the Israeli contingent. 
Sharon in- the past has been regard- 


ed as more unyielding than his 
colleagues. 

In his presentations, first to the 
Israeli team under Begin and later 
to the joint Amerlcan-Israell 
negotiating session, Sharon warned 
that time is working against the 
autonomy. 

If Labour returned to power, he 
explained. It would approach the 
* negotiations with a good deal less 
enthusiasm than the present 
government. At the same time. 
Labour would be effectively unable 
to pursue its "territorial com- 
promise” ideas — mainly because 
of the many settlements which he 
(Sharon) has dotted around Judea 
and Samaria. 

Far this reason, Sharon urged an 
early resumption of the stalled 
talks with Egypt, and the achieve- 
ment, if possible, of a broad outline 
agreement on the key issues — 
leaving the autonomy to be fleshed 
out In practice in subsequent peace 
negotiations with Jordan.

New Egyptian approach 
behind Shampr’s visit 


Forecast: Temperatures continue to rise.

CAIRO. — A significant change In 
Cairo's approach to the normalisa- 
tion at relations with Israel lies 
behind Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir's arrival in Egypt today for 
two days of talks with President 
Anwar Sadat and Acting Foreign 
Minister Boutros Ghali. 

The new approach assumes 
Egypt will gain more by conducting 
high-level dialogues with Israel 
than by the repetitive condem- 
nations that have soured Egyptian- 
Israeli relations throughout the 
summer. 

Shamir will be the first Israeli 
cabinet minis ter in office to see 
Sadat since last March when Ezer 
Weizman was still In office, and the 
first to pay an official visit to Egypt 
since former Justice Minister 
Shmuel Tamir was there In July. 
Weizman and Tamir have since 
quit the government. 

The first signs of Egypt's change 
of approach were recently an- 
nounced by Israel Ambassador 
Ellahu Ben-Elissar who said Sadat 
had undertaken to look more 
favourably on Israeli requests that 
the normalization agreements be 
more fully implemented. 

Egypt seems prepared, tor the 
time being, to abandon its In- 
sistence on Linking normalization 
with progress in the autonomy 
talks, in the hope that better 


relations now may generate the 
"more suitable atmosphere" Egypt 
has been demanding as a prere- 
quisite for successful negotiations 
on the future of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 

Shamir is expected to follow up 
Ben-Elisaar's achievements and 
seek greater cooperation with 
Egypt- mainly In commerce, 
culture and tourism. 

The Egyptian government's , 
reluctance to issue Israeli 
businesses import licences has so 
far kept out all Israeli goods except 
for much-needed eggs. 

None of the bilateral protocola j 
signed in the spring have yet been J 
ratified by the Egyptian parlia- ! 
ment. But ratification. Impossible 1 
before parliament reassembles In 
November, Is not an Insuperable 
obstacle to Implementation. The 
civil aviation protocol, which 
provided for direct flights between 
Cairo and Tel Aviv, was im- 
plemented In early March, less' 
than a month after it was signed. 

Neither the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry nor the Israel Embassy 
here could give details of the' nor- 
malization steps they expected to 
emerge from Shamir's visit. 

Both were adamant, however, 
that the U.S-. would continue to 
orchestrate attempts to revive the 
autonomy negotiations, making the 
autonomy only a peripheral issue in 
Shamir's talks with Sadat and 
Ghali. 


Abuhatzeira probe ‘strengthens’ coalition

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
believes that the troubles of the 
National Religious Party because 
of the current police investigation 
of the Religious Affairs Ministry 
strengthen the solidarity of the 
coalition and do not weaken It. 


In informal conversations with 
various ministers over the past few 
days. Begin has been saying that 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg can- 
not possibly take his NRP followers 
out of the coalition just now. 

Such a step would precipitate ear- 
ly elections but the last thing the 
NRP wants just now Is to go to the 


electorate with the probe fnvolvfng 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira at its 
height 

A cabinet source said that the 
NRP leadership wants to put as 
long a period as possible between 
the investigation and the election 
campaign in order to enable the 
fuss to die down as much as possi- 
ble. 

In ’past months. Burg publicly 
mentioned the possibility of early 
elections a number of times, sen- 
ding shock waves across the 
political scene. 

Observers are sure that Burg will 
not return to this theme before the 
year's end.

“I have to play the role of 
an objective, full partner." 

He said that neither Israel nor the 
U.S. can "withdraw into a closet by 
themselves” at the UN. "We have' 
to work with the Europe ana,” he 
reportedly said. 

Ironically, he maintained, the 
U.S. abstention had actually helped 
weaken Israel's International Isola- 
tion by allowing the U.S. to retain 
Its credibility. 

In response to a question, Carter 
went into a lengthy defence of U.S.- 
Saudi relations. He noted that Saudi 
Arabia has great influence 
throughout the Arab world.

"I think that the public’s sen- 
sitivity to the subject has in- 
creased.” he explained. 

Alluding to recent press reports 
about several elderly citizens 
hospitalized In a state of grave 
malnutrition, Shostak said a 
programme for home-care visits by 
teams of doctors from the Tel Aviv 
area hospitals is now being worked 
out. "It Is far cheaper to send tea ms 
of doctors to the homes of the elder- 
ly than to pay for weeks of expen- 
sive hospitalization.” he said. 

Ih reaction to reports that dope 
addicts have been breaking Into 
hospital emergency wards and 
pharmacies to steal drugs, the 
minister expressed concern over 
what he described as “gravely in- 
adequate” guard facilities in many 
of the country's hospitals. 

“The ministry has had no luck In 
its contracts with guard services. 
The new Tel Gibbortm Hospital 
could be turned into a wreck by 
vandals within two years,” he said.

Me Not’ drive

At about noon yesterday at the 
shabby Religious Affairs Ministry 
in Jerusalem's Russian Compound, 
28 employee time cards were “In” 
and 75 were “out.” 

At the same time, the new 
director- general, Gedalla 
Schreiber, was learning the names' 
of his secretaries and how to -use the 
push-button phone. 

"I don't know. I've just started 
work today,” said the 58-year-old 
former chairman oft the Jerusalem 
Religious Council, when asked why 
so many employees seemed not to 
be at work. Perhaps, an aide 
suggested, many are outside doing 
.supervisory Jobs. 

"But one of my main tasks will 
be to study the whole operation in 
the ministry. I don't mean. Heaven 
forbid, to Imply- that something is 
wrong here,” Schreiber added. 
“But I aim to ensure that it Is run as 
efficiently as possible." 

Schreiber. reputedly a good ad- 
ministrator who ran the Bak'a com- 
. m unity centre and youth club for 22 
years, was brought into the 
religious council in 1973 when it was 
troubled by charges of corruption. 
Now, Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzelra — himself be- 
ing investigated for alleged corrup- 
tion and misappropriation of

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ministry funds to "non-existent” In- 
stitutions — has called .Schreiber In 
to straighten things up. 

The director-general’s modest of- 
fice has been vacant for about two 
months, following Abuhatzelra’s 
dismissal of 'Israel Llppel, from 
whom he withdrew most of a 
director-general's responsibilities 
alter a long period of differences of 
opinion. 

“I didn’t set any conditions,” 
asserts Schreiber, who obviously 


expects that, unlike his 
predecessor, he will be ableJo make 
important decisions. 

Schreiber hopes to spend a month 
studying ministry operations and 
will feel free to re-organize 
departments if he finds they don't 
function as they should. 

Schreiber expects to make a basic 
study of allocations (Including those 
to the yeshivot) and reach con- 
clusions on what. If any, changes to 
make In the system. He rejects 
claims, reawakened during the 
current Investigation, that there is 
no need for the ministry, that Its 
functions — Including registration 
of marriage and divorce, funding of 
yeshivot, supervision of religious 
courts and contacts with the minori- 
ty religions — can be divided up 
among other ministries. 

“If the functions were appor- 
tioned to other ministries, they 
would undoubtedly get low 
priority," Schreiber asserts. “The 
population Is entitled to efficient 
religious services.” 

Schreiber will be replaced at the 
Jerusalem Religious Council by 
Rabbi Moshe Adler, about 70, of 
Agudat Yisrael. He has for years 
been in charge of kaahrut In the 
council. However, his appointment 
is likely to be temporary, because 
the selection of & new religions 
council is a year overdue.

Peres: Use political 
weapon in region

Israel must face the growing 
nuclear capabilities and hostility of 
states in the Middle East "with 
political and not technological 
means.” Labour Party chairman 
Shimon Peres declared yesterday. 

At a campaign luncheon with 
leading Jerusalem industrialists 
and businessmen, Peres gave 
wide-ranging talk on foreign policy 
and economic plans for the coming 
decade. 

The former defence minister said 
that "most worrisome is the com- 
bination of hostility and the 
capabilities of new technologies" in 
the Arab world. 

He said that "there's no way to 
deal with the nuclear capabilities in 
the region, except for politics,” and 
said Israeli initiative must be taken 
in foreign affairs. 

The MK. In Jerusalem on an 
American-style campaign swing 
that took him to the Katamonim 
slum quarter and the Jerusalem 
Hapoel stadium to meet soccer 
players, said a “reordering of 
priorities” Is needed in the govern- 
ment budget. 

"There’s no way to stop inflation 
without a government cut, but 
while this government cuts 
defence, we'd cut the settlement 
budget.” 

Prominent at the luncheon were 
Avner Peretz, former chairman of 
the Democratic Movement 
secretariat, and Danny Angel, 
owner of the Angel Bakeries. . 

Peres was called on to name a 
shadow cabinet, but he refused say- 
ing only that “Labour has five can- 
didates for every- post.”

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Two Hebron deportees ask 
to speak to military board

The deported former mayors of 
Hebron and Halhoul yesterday 
applied to the High Court of Justice 
for leave to appear in person before 
the military advisory board which 
will examine their request to have 
their deportation orders revoked. 

The court last month rejected the 
petitions of Fahd Kawasraa and 
Mohammed Milhem, which 
challenged the legality of the depor- 
tation orders. But the court 
recommended that the advisory 
board review the deportation 
orders. 

The two men were summarily 
deported to Lebanon within hours 
after the May 2 terrorist attack out- 
side Bait Hadassah in Hebron in 
which six Jews were killed. They 
were not told that they were being 
deported and- were sot given access 
to the statutory review board. 

In a 14-point affidavit submitted 
to the court, signed in Amman and 
witnessed by the head of the Red' 
Cross delegation there, Nicolas de 
Rougemont, the two deportees “de- 
mand to appear personally before 


the board.. .and do not agree In any 
case or condition to appeal before it 
in writing..." 

The two men state that they have 
always been opposed to bloodshed 
“and advocate a just peace for all 
the peoples in the Middle East.” 
They also declare explicitly “that 
we do not intend to break any 
military law In the future, in our ac- 
tivities as public figures, or 
otherwise." 

Kawasma and Milbem maintain 
that the statements attributed to 
them by the press while abroad 
were distorted and taken out of con- 
text. They also reject as false their 
“Image” as portrayed by the 
military government. 

The affidavit was presented to 
the court by their counsel. Felicia 
Langer, and is expected to-be 
transferred to the mijitary govern- 
ment today. 

It was reported, meanwhile, that 
Kawasma. Milhem and four other 
West Bank figures are currently 
visiting Moscow at the invitation of 
the Kremlin. It Is not known who 
the others are. 


Leah Porath, radio veteran

Born in Cemovitz, Rumania, 

Porath came to Israel in 1955. While 
studying history and French 
literature at the Hebrew University 
she began her long broadcasting 
career with a children’s 
programme on Jerusalem Calling. 

In 1952 she was appointed direc- 
tor of the Kol Yisrael studio in Tel 
Aviv, and by 1961 she became direc- 
tor of programmes In Jerusalem. 

After returning in 1970 • from a 
two-year tour of duty as Israel 
cultural attache in Boston, Porath 
became chairman of the Education • 

Ministry's Culture and Arts Coun- 
cil, a post she held for 10 years. 

As chairman of the council, 



Porath was responsible for 
allocating funds for an cultural 
artistic activities in Israel — adult 
education, public libraries, theatre, 
dance, opera and orchestras. 

She had recently retired from the 
Education Ministry and returned to 
work in the Broadcasting Authori- 
ty-

Young Lebanese 
mother murdered 
for family honour

METULLA. — A 16-year-old girl 
'from the Southern Lebanon village 
of Taluaa, whose daughter was 
fathered by a Senegalese UNIFIL 
soldier, was murdered recently by 
members of her family, it was 
reported yesterday. 

The mother, Wa’iba All Turraus, 
was taken secretly to the hospital in 
Salad where she gave birth several 
weeks ago to the baby. The 
daughter was nicknamed Erskina 
by South Lebanese villagers after 
the UNIFIL commander, Emanuel 
Erskine. 

The mother, who was afraid that 
members of her family would harm 
her, theta fled to Beirut. The baby 
was given up for adoption. 

South Lebanese villagers have 
complained recently that UNIFIL 
soldiers are harassing young girls 
In the area. The choice of the 
nickname was to protest these 
relations.

65 arrested in 
North crime sweep 

NAZARETH (Itim). — Hundreds of 
policemen, border police, trackers 
and detectives swept down on B6 
targets In the North early yester- 
day morning, arresting 05 persons 
suspected of drug trafficking, 
burglary, and fencing stolen goods. 

The surprise action, dubbed 
“Operation Valley Clean-up," con- 
centrated on targets in Afula, 
Migdal Ha’Emek, Belt She’an and 
Tiberias, said Rav-Pakad Zion 
Peretz, head of the central unit of 
the Valley's subdistrict police. 

He said that all of the suspects 
were arrested on the basis of hard 
evidence collected In Investigations 
over the past two months. Among 
the suspects were members of 
respected families in Tiberias, 
restaurant owners, nightclub 
owners, and owners of large 
businesses. 

Police have been alarmed for 
some time by the growing drug 
traffic In the region, and a concomi- 
tant rise in the "settling of un- 
derworld accounts” by car bom- 
bings and attempted murders. 
Peretz said. 

The availability of large amounts 
of drugs, ranging from hashish to 
heroin, also caused a steep rise in 
the number of burglaries and 
robberies, as users tried to finance 
their drug purchases, police said. 

The increased crime rate, plus 
the employment of youngsters as 
“delivery boys” by the major drug 
pushers', led the police to mount the 
massive "clean-up” programme, 
under the direction of the sub- 
district commander, Nitzav- 
Mishne Meir Hlrsch. 

The police repo' ted that the 
operation was a complete surprise, 
and that not one of the suspects 
attempted to resist arrest. The 
large force, supplemented by 
dozens of extra vehicles, was able 
to surround every house at the mo- 
ment of arrest and prevent escapes. 

The successful "clean-up," on the 
eve of Rosh Hashana, wipes out the 
largest source of criminal activity 
in the northern valleys, and ex- 
pecially in Tiberias, police said.

Flatto-inspired protection 
flusters Belgian Jews, gov’t 


BRUSSELS. — The Belgian govern- 
ment yesterday rejected the propos- 
ed establishment of a private 
protection service for the country's 
Jews. 

Responding to an announcement 
yesterday by an Israeli security 
specialist that about 70 volunteers • 
would be used to protect the Jews of 
Brussels and Antwerp, Interior 
Minister Philippe Moureaux said 
the move was unacceptable. 

“Belgian authorities see to the 
security of all this country’s 
citizens. There is no question of 
transferring this responsiblity . to 
private militia.” he told jour- 
nalists. 

Gilbert Amar, adviser to MK 
Samuel Flatto Sharon, who he said 
is secretary general of what he call- 
ed the World Congress for the 
Defence of Jews, said on Sunday 
that the protection service was be- 
ing set up in response to the grenade 
attack on Jewish children In 
Antwerp last July 27, in which one 
French youth was killed. 

Amar said the Belgian govern- 
ment had agreed to the arming of 
private security guards, but 
Moureaux denied this. “Some peo- 
ple seem to be questioning our abili- 
ty and even our desire to protect all 


Belgium’s citizens .This is unaccep- 
table" he said. 

An Interior Ministry spokesman 
added: "The private security ser- 
vice will not be permitted." 

The Israeli embassy here said it 
had no knowledge of Amar's mis- 
sion. "We have nothing to do with It. 
The protection of Belgian Jews is 
the responsibility of the Belgian 
government," a spokesman said. 

The coordination committee of 
Jewish organizations In Belgium 
also said yesterday It had never 
heard of the plan and of the so- 
called Defence Congress. “It’s 
either a hoax or a provocation," 
spokesmen for the committee said. 
They said they trusted Belgian 
authorities to protect them. 

Amar had said between 70 and 80 
former members of the Israeli 
security forces, all enjoying dual 
nationality — Belgian and Israeli — 
would operate in Belgium. He added 
the plan also included the stationing 
of 150 special Jewish agents in 
Paris, and others in provincial 
French cities. 

Amar said he would also be going 
on to London and New York, where 
similar security services would be 
established to protect the Jewish 
communities of those cities.

East, West each open 
war games in Germany 


GUBTERULOH. West Germany. — 

Some of the biggest NATO 
manoeuvres on German soil since 
World War H started yesterday 
with a warning from the Allied com- 
mander in Europe that western 
military strength was crucial to de- 
fend “our way of life." 

Lf.S. General William Rogers, 
Supreme Allied Commander in 
Europe, also said he did not believe 
the Soviets would intervene with 
troops in Poland, where the Com- 
munist government is faced with a 
rash of strikes despite settlements 
with shipyard workers and coal 
miners. 

Conducted against a backdrop of 
Warsaw Pact war games massing 
40,000 East bloc troops In Bast Ger- 
many, NATO’s 170, 000-man 
manoeuvres were launched with an 
official ceremony at the British 
Royal Air Force base at 
Gueteruloh, 120 kilometres north of 
Bonn. 

Rogers said that the 
“Brotherhood in Arms'* Warsaw 
Pact exercise could not be used to 
disguise troop movements to 
Poland. Hie called the Western exer- 
cises “a learning experience" and 
said “it is not a demonstration of 
military might.** 

“In no other way can we build the

Urging OPEC and Comecon, the 
Communist economic grouping, to 
provide increased aid. he said 
OPEC could afford to supply more 
than $5b. disbursed in 1979. and 
total Comecon assistance was only 
25 per cent of that provided by West 
Germany. 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Swagger- 
ing. pouting, brash John McEnroe 
— the bane of tennis officials and 
the .epitome of arrogance on the 
court — 'overcame his tempera- 
ment to win the U.S. Open te nnis ti- 
tle here on Sunday night 

After winning the first two sets 
and appearing on the verge of a 
straight-sets victory over top- 
seeded Swede Bjorn Borg, 
McEnroe saw the 24-year-old 
Wimbledon champion battle back 
to square the match. 

Biit McEnroe, with his hometown 
crowd booing him and rooting for 
Borg, rose to -the occasion. The 21- 
yeaT-old/New Yorker won the fifth 
set to retain his crown, 7-6, 6-1, 6-7, 
5-7, 6-4. before a capacity gallery of 
20,000 at the National Tennis Cen- 
tre. 

Having aliendted the crowd by 
berating linesmen and *i*mming 
balls Into the net after losing points 
through much of the match, the 
petulant McEnroe gained favour at 


the end with his brilliant play and 
his gracious tribute to his beaten 
rival. 

"He's still the No. 1 player in the 
world,” McEnroe' said. 

For Borg, the defeat — his third 
in six years in the U.S. Open final — 
was heartbreaking, dashing his 
hopes of becoming the first man 
since Rod Laver in 1969 to win the 
coveted “Grand Slam” of tennis. - 
Having already won hla fifth 
French and Wimbledon titles this 
year. Borg only needed the U.S. and 
Australian championships. 

But for the eighth time in a row 
the world’s greatest tennis player 
left the Open as a loser, vowing to 
return to try again for the only ma- 
jor title that has eluded him. 

In a heart-stopping, four-hour 
and 10-minute 'struggle that came 
close to rivalling their epic 
Wimbledon final, McEnroe's wick- 
ed twist service and steadier play 
eventually gave him the match. 


LONDON (UPI). — Amnesty Inter- 
national yesterday charged Chile's' 
military regime with increasing Its 
"systematic torture” of political 
suspects following last July’s 
assassination of a senior army In- 
telligence officer. 

The London-based human rights 
group cited reports of electric 
shock and beatings to Chile as it ap- 
proaches the seventh anniversary 
of the coup that brought the 
military to power. 

“Political arrests and systematic 
torture of suspects have increased 
sharply in Chile,” Amnesty said. 

“Reports of arrests and torture- 
were increasing as early as May 
and have leapt dramatically since 
the assassination of the director of 
the army intelligence school (lit. 
Col. Rogar Vergara) on July 15. 

"Since then, more than i.000 — 
and possibly as many as 2,000 — 
people have been rounded up,” It: 
said. “Dozens 'of torture reports: 
have filtered out.”

PEKING (UPI). — China told 
America's top weapons develop-

The opening of the shelter marks 
Just the beginning of an extensive 
programme the Animal Protection 
Society of Jerusalem has in mind. 

. The honorary president, Mrs. Joan 
Comay, wife of one of Israel's most 
distinguished diplomats and author 

- of The. J erusalem. I Love, is the 
ghtdlng^ spirit, and driving' -force 
.behind the society. Together with ' 
her volunteers and - municipality 
employees, she fought for the cen- 

' tre for yeArs. The society goes back 
to British Mandate times. It has not 
only collected and cared for strays, 
but also played an important part in 
changing the mainly negative at- 
titude towards animals in this coun- 
try. Cruelty to animals used to be 
quite common in Israel. Thanks to 
its efforts, including lectures and 
.demonstrations in schools and in- 
- stitutions, there has been some im- 
provement. A lot remains to be 
done. 

The educational value of the cen- I 
tre is very high on Mrs. Comay's i 
priority- list. Apart from finding I 
homes for strays, a clinic and boar- j 
ding kennels for a fee, the centre, I 
she' hopes, will attract scores of 
'Jewish and Arab children and in- 
volve them in voluntary work. 
Abraham wants to start a centre for 
dog .lovers — to teach man and pet 
to respect and love each other in a 
proper and useful manner. 

"Dogs are the only domesticated 
animals in human history that at- 
tached themselves to man volun- 
tarily," he explained. "They expect 
us to .train them axtd teach them 
useful tasks. If we do it right, they 
wllL never let us down." . 

I left the place with the feeling 
that a dog’s life there 4s not too had. 
Probably better than in many 
private homes or pet shops I’ve 
seen.. One hope that loving homes 
will, be found for all the little 
orphans. They watched me go with 
the saddest eyes, and the little lady 
-was still calling. 

Although. the municipality helps, 
volunteers do their good work and 
donations come in now and then, 
there are still many expenses to be 
covered. Membership fees bring 
only a little. Those interested in 
contributing, or joining should con- 
tact the Animal Protection Society, 
P.O.B. 4009. Jerusalem.

Hai Bar: 

A treasure trove 
of wildlife

TO THE casual visitor It looks like 
a donkey, with perhaps a little un- 
usual colouring on its hind legs. To 
the animal expert, it is one of the 
rarest species in the world today. 

The Somali wild ass, and a dosen 
other rare species, wander freely 
over some 40.000 dunams of desert 
north of Elilat in Hai Bar. the 
National Biblical Wild Life Reserve 
in Israel. Perhaps as amazing as 
the conception of & reserve devoted 
to preserving species common to 
Israel io biblical times are the ef- 
forts that have gone into making 
such a conception possible. 

Ur! Tzon, general-secretary of 
the reserve and a dedicated worker 
in its survival, told The Jerusalem. 
Pont that despite impressions to the 
contrary, Hai Bar gets no financial 
support from the government Like 
the other members of the ex- 
ecutive. Tzon works for Hal Bar in a 
volunteer capacity. 


AT A TIME when the American 
presidential candidates are vying 
to better each other In pro-Israel 
statements, which they hope will 
capture the crucial "Jewish vote," 
a study just published here con- 
cludes that there is no such thing as 
an effective "Jewish vote" in Bri- 
tain. 

"Unless a general election coin- 
cides with an issue of grave conse- 
quence to Jewish electors, and 
there is a clear-cut difference 
between the two major parties, an 
articulated and orchestrated 
Jewish vote will not be evident," 
concludes Dr. Barry Kosmin. 
author of the study. "Even if such a 
vote should be sought," he con- 
tinues, "one cannot predict whether 
it will overcome the natural voting 
pattern among British Jews bas- 
ed on economic interests and class 
norms. Moreover, In terms of ac- 
tual impact in the final result, it is 
doubtful if a Jewish vote acting In 
isolation is really capable of affec- 
ting even a handful of constituen- 
cies." 

Dr. Kosmin is director of the 
research unit of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews and con- 
sultant to the research unit on 
ethnic relations at Aston -Universi- 
ty, Birmingham. His study was 
carried out at the request of the 
Institute of Jewish Affairs, which 
has just published IL 

Dr. Kosmin finds that perhaps in 
only one of Britain’s 635 parliamen- 
tary constituencies — Hendon 
North, where there are around 15.-

Tel Aviv Hapoel, which finished 
last season in second place and also 
got off to a fine start In beating Bnei 
Yehuda at the Hatlkva Quarter, 
plays Its first home game at the 
Bloomfield Stadium against Yehud. 
Zvi Rosen’s Yehud held second 
place for a long stretch of last 
season, and has an excellent record 
at the Bloomfield ground. This 
promises to be a closely fought 
game, but fans should not expect a 
flourish of goals.

True. he admitted, the desert 
tract near Kibbutz Yotvata did 
come from the Government Lands 
Authority, but the $10,000 to $50,000 
needed to buy every animal has 
come from the public.

Some of the species are In very 
real danger of extinction. In some 
cases, where war and revolution 
are rampant, it is not even known if 
the few remaining animals in the 
wild are still alive. 

TZON STRESSED that the body is 
almost completely voluntary. 
Funds donated far buying animals 
are used for that purpose, he said, 
with nothing skimmed off the top 
for office or administrative ex- 
penses. Every vehicle on the 


reserve bears a plaque, he noted. 

But he added that he has hopes 
that within two years Hai Bar will 
be self-supporting. By that time, he 
hopes that practically every visitor 
to Eilat will come to see the 
animals. 

Meanwhile, he has embarked on 
yet another scheme to raise funds, 
an exhibition and sale of art by 
Israeli artists. He has persuaded 
local artists to donate 70 works, 
which are to be shown at a gallery 
in the old city of Caesarea. The ex- 
hibition opened yesterday and will 
continue until September 27. with a 
gala show and public auction of any 
works that remain. 

Tzon stressed that here, too, 
money raised will be for the reserve 
Itself. ■ rather than organisational 
costs. The paintings and sculptures 
were donated, he stressed, and 
even the gallery has agreed to let 
Its premises be used free.

Influence of British Jews

000 Jewish votes in an electorate of 

55.000 and where the Conservative 
majority has never been more than 

6.000 in the last 20 years — can one 
really talk of an MP being "a 
prisoner of Jewish voters," as 
another researcher has claimed. 

But what about Finchley, the con- 
stituency of Mrs. Margaret 
Thatcher, the prime minister, 
where there are about 8,000 Jewish 
voters? Her majority In the general 
election of May 1979 was 7,878 but to 
suggest that the Jewish voters 
could in themselves overturn her 
majority is. In Kosmln's words “a 
flight of fancy." National Issues 
predominate in a genera] election 
and foreign policy issues are of 
very little significance, be points 
out. Yet this has not stopped Jews 
in that constituency from organiz- 
ing a meeting earlier this year right 
in the heart of her constituency to ' 
protest against Britain's Middle 
East policy. Over 1,000 attended. 

There Is, however, one con- 
stituency where the Jewish vote 
could be decisive, Kosmin points 
out, and that is Ilford South, a Lon- 
don seat. Ironically, of all the con-

the smallest number, and. propor- 
tion of Jewish voters, 3,300 or 6 per 
cent. However, the Tory majority 
last year was a mere 1,688. 

"But even this is a theoretic 
leverage," Kosmin cautions, 
"because it assumes that all Jews 
voted for one party last time and 
that any call for a boycott of one 
major party would both be 
answered by most Jewish voters 


and also would not lead to a gentile 
swing the other way In sympathy 
with the anti-Jewish candidate." 

WHAT OF the Jewish MPs. of 
whom there are over 30 in the 
current House of Commons (and 
over 40 in the previous House)? 
Kosmin stresses that "it is 
necessary to dispense with the no- 
tion that politicians of Jewish 
background are of any significance 
in the process. Jews feature as MPs 
in above average numbers in both 
major parties, but the majority of 
them sit for seats where there are 
no Jews resident." One example 
given Is of a current government 
minister, Mrs. Sally Oppenheim, 
whose constituency Is Gloucester. 

Moreover, "the majority of 
Jewish - politicians are not 
associated., with the organized . 
Jewish community arid hardly any 
Jew in the House of Commons owes 
his position to his leadership of the 
Jewish community or to an ethnic 
bloc vote." 

British Jewry is largely middle 
class and consequently "by any 
socio-economic criteria," it should 
have been oriented towards the 
Conservative Party in the past

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A hat also does wonders to protect the face 
from the sun, whether on the beach or walk- 
ing In the city. 

Hats and bonnets always changed in past 
centuries to match the fluctuations of dress 
styles. Women spent a great deal of time in 
making or remaking a bonnet. Many, like 
Lydia Bennet in Jane Austen's "Pride and 
Prejudice," enjoyed the activity for Its own 
sake: “Look here," she says, "I have bought 
this bonnet. I do not think it is very pretty;' 
but I thought I might as well buy it as not. I 


shall pull it. to pieces as soon as I get home, 
and see if I can make it up any better." 

A different attitude was taken in more re- 
cent years by the rich woman who went to. 
Christian Dior for a hat. Dior proceeded In. a 
matter of minutes to put together a creation 
of tulle, veiling and flowers. The woman lov- 
ed the hat, but when she heard that the price 
was $300, exclaimed it was too expensive for 
such a piece of froth. 

"Very well, Madame, see if you can do 
better," said Dior and he undid the bat, leav- 
ing the fabric in the woman’s hands, and 
walking out of the salon. 

Up until the First World War, some kind of 


head covering was worn by women of all 
classes, both indoors and out. The cap worn 
indoors changed very little during the 18th 
and 19th centuries. Basically, it was design- 
ed to protect the hair, but frills framed the 
face attractively. A night mob cap was worn 
even in bed. since if was considered indecent 
for any woman, except a very young girl, to 
appear with her head uncovered even before 
her husband and servants, and it also provid- 
ed a little extra warmth. 

The last flowering of the hat came in the 
Edwardian age, when ;t was at Its most char- 
ming and least ridiculous. The large straw 
sun hat decorated with flowers has survived 


until today. 

The years until the Great War were great 
years for hats. As dresses slimmed, hats 
reached a vastness, on which were piled 
flowers of the size seen only on seed packets, 
or curling plumes of ostrich feathers. These 
huge hats could be perched upon pom- 
padours, for the latter had a solid foundation 
of padding and frizzing to which the former 
could be anchored, and from which they 
could be removed without too much distur- 
bance of the elaborate hair-do beneath. 

The year 1913 was a crucial one for hats. 
That year, the society dancer, Irene Castle, 
introduced the bob which, after the war.

WILL THE REAL EstCe Lauder 
please stand up? This prestigious 
U.S. brand of cosmetics and Its 
men’s line, Aram Is, have recently 
come to Israel — but so have a 
number of forgeries of these 
products, particularly perfumes 
and after-shave lotion. To com- 
plicate matters further, there have 
also been smugglings of genuine 
Est 6 e Lauder goods. 

The only way to be sure what 
-you're getting Is to buy this brand 
from the limited number of shops 
- authorized to represent the' sole 
authorized importer, Edy 
Cosmetics of Tel Aviv. These are its 
-own three shops In Tel Aviv at 
"Klkar Hamedlna. In the London 
Ministores complex, and at 84 Xbn 
_ Gvirol; at the Mimosa perfumery, 
55 Ben Tehuda, Tel Aviv, and at 


Tsili, 18 Herzl, Haifa. (Its products 
were withdrawn from the sole 
Jerusalem outlet after it was 
caught selling Aramis without the 
Importer's own label.) 

The policy of selling at a limited 
number of select shops Is dictated 
by the U.S. mother company, whose 
representative personally picked 
from a list of 22 shops suggested by 
the local importer, which would 
have liked to sell at Hamashbir and 
Shalom Stores too. The same selec- 
tive sales policy holds In the U.S. 
too. where Est4e Lauder merchan- 
dise is sold at only 2,500 outlets, 
compared with some 60,000 places 
which carry Revlon, for Instance. 

Nevertheless Gst 6 e Lander 
claims to be fourth largest 
cosmetics manufacturers in the 
world, according to Doron 


Is it for real? 


Estee Lauder products have finally come to Israel 
— but beware of fakes, warns Martha Meisels. 


KHchevsky. director of Imports for 
Edy Cosmetics. The firm has two 
plants — at Long Island. New York, 
and in Belgium. The goods for 
Israel are made in Belgium, but Im- 
ported via Italy and carry the label 
"EstCe Lauder, Italy." 

The company was founded after 
World War II by a Czech Jewish 
refugee couple, Esther and Joseph 
Lauder, and the fancy spelling 
Est 6 e is pronounced as though It 


were the familiar nickname 
“Estle." Imports to Israel through 
Edy Cosmetics began in May 1979, 
and the items carried here Include 
a fairly broad range of E.L.’a skin 
care and make up products, per- 
fumes. and Aramis products for 
men. 

Some of the forgeries floating 
around the local market are thinly- 
veiled ones with similarly-designed 
packaging and misleading names 


such as “Queen Estde" and “Rami.” 
Others, however, are so clever and 
Insidious that even shopkeepers 
have been fooled. Edy Cosmetics 
hired a detective to track down the 
source of counterfeit Aramis after- 
shave so cleverly done that it was 
identified as fake only by the poor 
printing on the inside instruction 
label and the Inclusion of a false 
U.S. address for the company. The 
forgery had been done in the U.S., It 
was discovered. . 

"Perfumes are easy to 
counterfeit — but only for a short 
time." Importer Kllchevsky 
claims. “The falsified scent does 
not k ■’ep well over a long period of 
time." 

Prior to the Holidays, KHchevsky 
said, the Importers received 
numerous qeries about Est 6 e 


Lauder and Aramis type goods of 
dubious origin. These included 
reports of a perfume labelled 
"Aviage" and said to resemble 
Est4e Lauder’s "AlUage" perfume. 
The real "Alliage" sells lor IS19Q 
' for a 15 cc. bottle. 

Prices are often the clue to im- “ 
itations of Eat 6 e Lauder and 
Aramis products, as the originals 
tend to be quite costly here. They* 
are relatively hlgh-range products 
to begin, with, and local customs 
duties and other taxes amount to-' 
some 200 per cent. As of early' 
September, the general range for .. 
EstCe - Lauder skin care products 
• was I^ioo to 13220, while makeup ' 
items ranged IS85 (for a lipstick) to 
IS170.

What influenced Bennet's .deci-

buyer. “Tbey're much younger than 
they used to be.” observed Lea 
Schwartz, “and that affects their 
choice. They're looking for what's 
suitable for their own generation — 
they know exactly what they 
w ant. They're very businesslike and 
down-to-earth. ” 

Knitwear manufacturers had no 
complaints, which Is not surprising 
considering the extraordinary 
variety of yams, colours, jacquards, 
intarsias and styles. Dorin&’s jaun- 
ty sea-blue and white co-ordinate*; 
Gabi Mode's classic bouclto; 
Mag's romantic e mbroideries ; 
Shekel's exciting sophistication; 
Adiram’s elegant chenilles and 
Helen Knits’ chic sporty look 
offered everything that boutique 
and department store buyers could 
want. 

For the past two or three years, 
the Fashion Centre at the Israel Ex- 
port Institute has been promoting 
designer, concepts, but Israeli 
fashion ^manufacturers have been 
reluctant to give designers star bill 
ing, unless the designer is a 
member of the famQy. There has 
been an understandable fear that 
too many tributes will give 
designers an Inflated sense of ego 
coupled with demands for more 
money for their talents. A distinct 
departure from this attitude was 
evidenced in the Ata showrooms, 
where General Manager Amos Ben 
Guriqn was lavish In his praise for 
Oded Gera’s creativity. Gera is the 
corner-stone at Ata's new fashion 
image, and Ben Gurion was not 
hesitant to give credit where It was 
due. 

Another young designer who was 
the subject of much admiration was 
Guy F\ilop, acton of Beged Or. It was 
mare than nepotism which made 
proud Papa Leslie push Guy Into the 
limelight. The Fulop sibling has a 
superb sense of high fashion, and an 
enviable manner of achieving rap- 
port with the viewer. He describes 
each garment in minute detail. 
When he talk* about texture, he In- 
vites those present to feel the fabric, 
to observe the subtleties of tone, to 
take note of cut and contour. Fulop 
never takes it for granted that 
everyone in the room knows 
everything there is to know about 
fashion — but he’s not at all 
patronising when conveying infor- 
mation. There is something of the 
master showman in him (a family 
trait) though his style is different 
from that of trie father. 

As might be expected, the Beged 
Or suedes and leathers were breath- 
taking, especially the printed 
flounced dress and the sensuous 
white Western suit with ex- 
aggerated fringes; but what really 
took everyone by storm was the 
Beged Or Bis collection in coated, 
wet look cotton — predominantly in 
•-an arresting dove grey highlighted 
by white trims. The effect, with 
asymmetric stud fastening, low- 
walsted belts and matching pants or 
bermudas, was stunning. 

Fashion Week 1* by tradition 
studded with celebrities, but there 
were fewer this time than before. 
One of the reasons was that for the 
second time to a row, there was no 
official gala opening, although 
Israels Cohen, Director of the 
Fashion Cbntre at the Israel Export 
Institute organized an outdoor, 
fashion show on the opening day. 

Jerusalem's Mayor Teddy Kollek 
lobbied for fashion interest In a pew 
exhibition hall being constructed 
adjacent to Btoyanei Ha’ooma. The 
hall will initially house the overflow 
of participants in the International 
Book Fair next April, but Kollek is

Socially speaking, there was only 
one major Fashion Week ex- 
travaganza — a poolside buffet 
hosted by Bank Hapoalim, which 
also., presented buyers with 
monogrammed chiffon scarves.

Oded Lifscldtz set up international 
booths all around the pool with a 
wide assortment of national dishes 
. from each country. The visitors all 
flocked around the Israeli booth, - 
while the natives went In search of 
culinary exotica.

TEL AVIV. — Israeli industrialists 
don't deserve more than an 
“average" mark for their efforts to 
supply the American companies 
building the two' airfields in the 
Negev. 

This is the opinion of Adi 
j Matalon, head of the "airfields 
, liaison' office," which the Israel- 
American Chamber of Commerce 
set up at the end of last year as a 
free central Information service- 
catering to the American buyers 
and the Israeli sellers. 

The chamber, which has 650 
members. 200 of whom are In- 
dustrialists, limits Its liaison to its 
own members, but as MataJon says, 
"these 200 members provide a wide 
range of products, more than suf- 
ficient to meet the needs of the 
Americans. " 

All of them are also “approved 
suppliers" to the Israeli Defence 
Ministry, which Is a guarantee of 
their high quality. (The Americans 
buy only from these “approved- 
suppliers. ’*) 

Matalon estimates that the 
Americans had to buy about $ 230 m. 
worth of Industrial goods, either 
here or abroad. 
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Israel could have supplied $250m. worth of goods for Negev airfields

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This Is about one-quarter of the 
entire $lb. being spent here. 

“There were some things which 
the Americans did not want to buy 
here, or could not buy here.” 
Matalon says. “For example, they 
brought in about $300 m. worth of ' 
heavy earth-moving equipment. 
They spent about $15m. on specific 
plane fuelling systems, and so on. 
Moreover, they are spending about 
$290,000 a day to house and feed 1 ,- 
500 men (about 30 per cent of them 
Americans) In the field. So. all in 
all, we estimated we could compete 
for about $250m. of their orders.” 

So far, the Americans have 
bought about $90m. from the 
Israelis; another $90m. from 
abroad; the rest of the $250m., 
about $70m. has atm to be ordered, 
either here or abroad. 

“Thus," says Matalon, "so far we 
have supplied about 90 per cent. 
($90m.) of the $180m. in orders. I 
honestly believe we could have rais- 
ed the percentage to at least 79 per

To prove Ms point he asked the 
head of his ministry's Rural Plan-

figures. The general Increase In 
production was about 10 per cent 
over to the previous year. On top on 
the list were cotton, 18 per cent In- 
crease, flowers, 27 per cent, and 
fruit 33 per cent. 

Pohoriles refuted the claim made 
several weeks ago by Agrexco’a 
managing director, Reuven Bill and, 
that farmers had been losing about. 
ISl.5 on every dollar they exported, 
because of the slow Increase of the 
exchange rate. Pohoriles said the 
true figure was more like ISO. SO., 
and that the farmers had been com- 
pensated for these losses by having 
their loans converted to better 
credit terms. 

In answer to a question, Pohoriles 
was not able to say what this year’s 
agricultural GNP would be. Last 
year's (the agricultural community 
goes according to the Hebrew 
calendar) GNP was up one and . a 
half per cent. Sharon predicted that 
this year it would be higher. "Next 
year it will be even higher. Our 
agriculture Is marching forward, 
and not standing In place," the 
minister emphasized. 

He revealed that this will be the 
first year that the country Is self-; 
sufficient in food production. Ail the 
food consumed is produced here 
now. Imported items, like wheat, 
rice and coffee, are paid for with 
money exports bring In. 

Last year Israel exported $800m.< 
worth of flesh produce and another 
$200m. worth of reprocessed 
produce. 

Sharon is confident that by 1980 
Israel will export over $lb. worth of 
agricultural produce.

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Contractors want Housing 
Ministry to pay them more 


Full-fledged share rally on way 


By JEFFREY HELLER 
Jerusalem Fast Reporter - 
TEL AVIV. — Construction, giants 
Sold Boneh, Shlicun Ovdira, Rassco, 
Mekorot and private contractors 
said yesterday they will refuse to 
accept Housing; Ministry projects 
unless higher prices are offered for 
the work. 

At an emergency meeting called 
by the Federation oC Building Con- 
tractors Associations, members 
said ministry project rates paid 
them are Insufficient to see a con- 
struction job through. 

“Contractors cannot 'carry out 
projects at these low rates.*’ said a 
federation spokesman. "Some 
firms may be willing to sign con- 
tracts with the ministry at these 
prices, but chances of completing 


the projects are slim." 

The spokesman said the ministry 
has had to transfer hundreds of 
projects to alternative contractors 
because the original firms could not 
complete the work at the agreed- 
upon rates. * 

But. he warned, federation 
members will no longer come to the 
aid of contractors who accept 
ministry projects and find funding 
inadequate to finish the Job. 

The contractors called on the 
ministry to put all projects up for 
public tender — a move they hope 
will result in a competitive market 
and realistic prices. 

Failure to do so, the spokesman 
warned, could further reduce hous- 
ing starts, already down by 6,000 
this year. 


Gold up $20

it has recently become necessary to 
update prices on a monthly, weekly 
and even dally basis. 

The marketing chains have solv- 
. ed the problem by making the tran- 
sition to a computerised cash 
register system, linked directly to a 
sophisticated computer data 
processing system. 

Tnuva, for example, uses N.C.FL 


computer registers, which are In 
effect, terminals as well, as the 
Item price Is whipped out by the 
computer register memory. 

A similar N.C.R. computerised 
system, with laser ray operated 
item code readings, will be put into 
operation shortly by the Jerusalem 
Cooperatives Association. At the 
duty free shops, serving tourists at 
some of the large hotels, as well as 
departing passengers at Ben- 
Gurlon Airport, it has been decided 
to embark on a similar operation. 
Here the N.C.R. computers' will be 
suited to deal with the various 
foreign currency rates — Including 
changes to be made from hour to 
hour.

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Before it’s too late 


THE RAKAH -inspired "national charter" approved at a 
meeting in Shfaram last Saturday on behalf of Israel's Arab 
community may all too easily be dismissed as a co mm u ni st 
electioneering exercise. 

That is in fact how the prime minister's advisor on Arab af- 
fairs, Binyamin Gur-Arye, characterized the document, which 
is to receive final ratification at a congress in Nazareth In 
November, Mr. Gur-Arye is obviously right in suggesting that 
Rakah is particularly eager to enlarge its electoral base within 
its primary constituency, the Arab community. Where his inter- 
pretation fails is in accounting for the apparent success of this 
communist "exercise.” 

Surely it Is not every day that MK Hamad abu Rabiya, the Be- : 
duin leader, takes a joint political stand with Rakah's MK Taw- ; 
fik Tbubi. 

It is also easy enough to point out the fraudulently 
hypocritical statements included In the "charter" In order to 
damn it in the eyes of all Jews as barely traitorous assault on 
the integrity of the State of Israel. 

The "charter” identifies Israel’s Arabs as "an inseparable 
part of the Palestinian people." It claims for the Palestinian 
people the right of self-determination In a state of their own 
alongside Israel, in a part of their own ancestral heritage which 
is all of Palestine. It asserts that the PLO is a genuine national 
liberation movement and not a terrorist organization and the 
rightful representative of the Palestinian people. 

Shoddy as it Is familiar, this argument about the PLO can only 
be advanced by wholly ignoring the PLO's own “covenant," 
with its emphatic commitment to Israel's destruction through 
terror. By resorting to it, however, Rakah is able to maintain a 
facade of legitimacy denied to such groups as the "Sons of the 
Village," whose avowed aim is to replace Israel with a "secular 
democratic state.” 

The argument may win the Shfaram conferees immunity 
from the newly enacted anti-terrorist law ("Tamir's law,” as 
they termed it), but it will not secure for them any sympathy 
from Israel's majority community. After all it is the attitude to 
the PLO that is the true test of any identification by Israel Arabs 
with the Palestinian people. 

By openly casting their lot with the PLO, the 160 notables 
assembled in Shfaram struck a blow at the prospect of peaceful 
cooperation between Arabs and Jews in this country. They also 
helped reinforce some of the worst Jewish prejudices against 
the Arabs. 

But is it really surprising that they acted as they did? Was not 
their meeting rather a case of the chickens coming home to 
roost? 

A sober reassessment of the Jewlah-Arab relationship, it must 
now be dear, is a matter of the highest national : urgency. 

From the start Israel's governing authorities, while profess- 
ing the most liberal Intentions towards the Arab minority, have 
tended to combine with them an attitude of deep suspicion about 
the Arabs' loyalty and integration potential. To this was wedded 
a policy (or non-policy) of maximum benign neglect, which late- 
ly has turned into malignant unconcern. 

With a, system of free universal education, and a universal 
franchise, Israel's Arabs were given an opportunity for self- 
expression almost without analogy In the Middle East. What 
they were not granted was the necessary scope for its exercise 
as fully fledged citizens, not merely in law but in fact. 

For some reason, however, it was assumed that Israel's 
Arabs would be - content to compare (favourably, of course) 
their material condition with that of their Arab brethren across 
the border — rather than with the material and human condition 
of the Jews within Israel. 

Full normality could not, to be sure, come before the outside 
Arab world gave up its warlike hostility towards Israel. But the 
continuing state of abnormality served as too ready an excuse 
for* perpetuating- practices that amounted to de facto dis- 
crimination. Because Arabs were excluded (not exempted) 
from army service, it was decided they were not entitled to 
housing for their young couples, like Jewish army veterans. 

'nils made for a pattern of de facto housing segregation 
which, in turn, served to intensify Arab alienation. Tet land for 
Arab .housing was denied by the absence of local master plans 
and through sometimes arbitrary acts of expropriation. The suf- 
ferers were often the most well-disposed among the Arabs, feuch 
as Sheikh abu Rabiya's Beduin. 

The process of estrangement, barely touched by the removal 
of military government in 1966, was given a great boost when 
the "green line” became but a line on the map, and the In- 
creasingly de-Jordanlzed Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza began to exert their nationalist Influence on Israel's 
Arabs. The 'sense of identification denied them by their own 
state, Israel's Arabs in growing numbers found in the PLO's 
"Palestinian people" — now the darling of the opulent Arab 
world, indeed of the whole world. 

On second thought, the true surprise of the meeting in 
Shfaram may be that it did not come earlier, and that the 
"national charter” still does not represent the thinking of all 
(perhaps not even most) of the country's Arab citizens. 

This is Indeed time for all people of goodwill. Jews and Arabs 
alike, by getting together, to come to the aid of the country 
against extremists, wherever they are, threatening its future. 
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The Post's JOAN BORSTEN mulls over impressions of the 
recent UN Women’s Conference in Copenhagen and 
makes some suggestions for Israel’s future participation 
in such international forums. 


Trials and errors 


ONE MONTH haa panned since the 
UN Women’s Conference in 
Copenhagen ground grace leaaly to 
a halt. Haunted by images of Israeli 
isolation, American Impotence, 
European weakness, Soviet 
strength, Arab hysteria and Third 
World militance, I have had a 
chance during that month to put 
into .perspective some of the 
political machinations I observed 
there. 

The conference was a puppet 
show run by the Soviets. They, or 
the East Germans, but not the 
Arabs, pulled the strings. Proof lies 
In the Palestine Liberation 
Organization delegation Itself. 

It was run not by Yasser Arafat 
loyalists but by the head of the FLO 
in Belgium, a supporter of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. He and a few other male 
political advisers, often after open- 
ly conferring with the Soviet 
delegation, told the dozen women 
delegates where to go and what to 
do. 

The women had received Instruc- 
tions on how to deal with the press. 
They had memorized approximate- 
ly 10 answers, all couched in anti- 
Western rhetoric and Marxist ter- 
minology. When unanticipated 
questions were asked, the men 
themselves answered or 
"translated" for the Arabic- 
speaking women. 

Not that the women were 
apolitical. Many spoke fluent Rus- 
sian and were as anti-American as 
they were anti-Israeli. When they 
described the "democratic, secular 
state", they planned to establish in 
Palestine, ..it was clear that the 
Soviet Union and not Lebanon 
would be their model. 

The Soviets, who like to stress 
Arafat's “moderation," and who 
profess to support Israel's right to 
exist as a state, apparently 
preferred to have the PLO 
represented at Copenhagen by its 
most radical wing. They un- 
doubtedly — and correctly — 
thought the extremist views of 
women like Leila Khaled would 
draw the attention of the con- 
ference away from the Soviet 
Union, to the Middle East. 

"The Soviet aim was to avoid at 
all costs being embarrassed again 
about Afghanistan.” maintains 
Ovadla Softer of the Foreign 
Ministry, who was political adviser 
to the Israeli delegation. "Don't 
forget that the Olympics were then 
going on in Moscow. They also 
didn't want to hear about Somalia 
or dissidents or refuseniks. So they 
let the Arabs jump on the 
bandwagon and turn a conference 
about women into a rally for the 
Palestinian cause. With the world's 
attention focused on the Middle 
East, the Soviets managed to push 
through all their pro-communist 
measures without ever being 
seriously attacked by the West.” 


.the Africans arrived and dis- 
covered what had been proposed In 
their name, they were furious. 

“If the West had taken advantage 
of African dissatisfaction, possibly 
the anti-Zionist, anti-West 
provisions then introduced could 
have been kept out of the 
programme of action. They didn't 
— and so much pressure was put on 
the Africans that within a few days 
they began to toe the line again. 

“The Soviets worked like a foot- 
ball team," adds MK Tamar Eahel 
(Labour), who represented the 
Israeli delegation on one of the con- 
ference's three working com- 
mittees. "They were well- 
coordinated and constantly sup- 
ported by players " from 'Africa, 
Asia, and the Arab countries. Quite 
often a member of the PLO would 
run from one delegate to another 
giving cues — when to speak, whom 
to support, how to vote. The West, 
on the other hand, had no common 
strategy, no back-up plays.” 

I believe many reporters who 
covered the conference share my 
feeling that the West did little there 
to distinguish itself politically. The 
delegations, like that of Israel, 
were composed mostly of highly- 
skilled women who were experts In 
such fields as health, education, 
and welfare. They had a lot to offer 
the conference in substantive 
terms, but they were no match for 
the UN pros imported by the com- 
munist countries. The resulting im- 
age was one of weakness. Instead of 
confronting the Soviets, even the 
diplomats attached to the Western 
delegations were apologetic and 
self-effacing, and often spoke in 
ambiguities. 

When Western delegates finally 
did get angry, the conference was 
nearing an end. The "Zionism is 
racism" amendment was on the 
floor, and the Israeli delegation 
braced itself for disaster. The PLO 
delegates were decked out in em- 
broidered native dresses, ready to 
celebrate. 

It was the delegate from Senegal 
who caused the dam to burst. He 
proposed that the anti-Zionist 
amendment be considered a 
"procedural matter" which re- 
quires only a simple majority to • 
pass, as opposed to a "substantive 
matter" which requires a two- 
thirds vote. He then added Insult to 
injury by proposing that once the 
Zionists had been disposed of, the 
entire programme of action, which 
-many delegates had worked on for 
years, also be accepted by majority 
vote. 


THE SWEDISH delegates, who 
■rarely got involved with debates on 
procedure, saw red. And a spirited 
exchange of invective followed, 
jolting the West out of its apathy. 


ACCORDING TO Softer, though the 
Soviets left Copenhagen victorious, 
when they arrived it was the West 
which held all the cards. 

"The draft programme of action 
contained nothing anti-Western or 
anti-Zionist. The West’s position 
was Improved even more in the two 
days before the conference. The 
Russians persuaded India, as 
leader of the non-aligned nations — • 
and co-signatory with them on a 
new arms deal — to Introduce their 
pro-communist amendments. When 


"To get a simple majority, you 
are willing to call what is a matter 
of substance to many of us here, a 
matter of procedure," fumed Johan 
Nordenfelt of the Swedish mission 
to the UN. He hit a nerve among the 
delegations which had come to the 
conference to talk about women's 
problems and Instead been held 
“hostage" by the Arabs as the PLO 
dominated one committee meeting 
after another. 


One by one countries abstained or 
voted against the amendment, 
which equated 'Zionism with racism 
and called upon the international 
community to "struggle to 


TAMAR ESHEL observes: “Clear- 
ly the Zionism vote showed that at 
least at this conference, if the West 
had insisted at an earlier stage on a 
clear stand of non-compromise, 
more countries of the Third World 
would have willingly and ■ gladly 
agreed to debate only matters of 
substance and not divisive political 
issues." 

Contributing to the West's 
frustrations at Copenhagen, was 
the blatant hostility exhibited by 
the Russian-dominated Third 
World. Delegates representing 
Marxist regimes did show more 
restraint at the UN Conference than 
at the alternative non- 
governmental forum so aptly 
described In the Israeli press by 
MK Shulamlt Aloni and U.S. 
feminist Phyllis Cheasler. But the 
speeches of the Cubans, Angolans, 
Vietnamese, Congolese, and others 
were always splashed with anti- 
American epithets. Even more 
virulently anti-U.fi. were the 
private conversations overheard in 
the corridors of the convention cen- 
tre. 

Privately the Marxists also at- 
tacked the reactionary Arab 
regimes, but publically they sup- 
ported them. Egypt, whose delega- 
tion head gave one of the con- 
ference's most rabidly anti-Zionist 
speeches, was often as maligned as 
Israel by the Libyans, Syrians, 
Iraqis, and the PLO. 

Lying was the order of 'the day. 
"In the course of the conference, 
the number of West Bank women 
‘tortured dally 1 In Israeli prisons 
grew from 3,000 to 46,000 plus 3,000 
starved to death,” says Eahel. 
"There were actually 18 Palesti- 
nian women in jail In Israel at the 
time. They even said we fed the 
Arab women on 2fi calories a day. In 
my speech, I gave them credit for 
meaning 360, which is also 
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eliminate” such evils. The Arabs 
had previously circulated a 
message to the conference. In- 
sisting that in the numerous 
meetings called to work out a com- 
promise on the anti-Zionist amend- 
ment, they had been "conciliatory 
and forthcoming." A "few" 
nations, on the other hand, had 
selfishly refused to cooperate, and 
they alone should be held resppnsi- 
ble if a consensus could not be 
reached on the programme at ac- 
tion . 

The "few" countries turned out to 
be 49 in number, not so insignificant 
when you consider that the PLO 
mustered 69 allies. Among the 
rebels were Rumania, which 
"disappeared" just before the roll- 
call, and 23 members of the Third 
World camp: Barbados, Bhutan, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, Fiji. Gabon, 
Ghana, Ivory Coast, Jamaica, 
Lesotho, Malawi, Mexico, Nepal, 
Peru. Paraguay, Papua New 
Guinea, Surinam, Swaziland, 
Trinidad and Tobago, Cameroun, 
and Zaire. 

The vote elicited angry denun- 
ciations from Sarah Weddlngton of 
the U.S., and from New Zealand's 
articulate feminist member of 
parliament, Marilyn Waring. The 
speech of the evening was given by 
the head of Canada's delegation, 
Maureen O'Neill, Ministry of State 
coordinator for the status of 
women, who delivered, a blistering 
attack on the conference, calling it 
"a mockery and a farce.” 
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ridiculous since' the women get the 
same number of calories- as the 
prison administrators and' every 
IDF soldier.” ' 


■ THE ARAB report on which the 
conference’s “Aid to Palestinian 
Women” was based, was rile with 
.statements reminiscent of the 
Protocols of the -lElderv qf Zion. Its 
Saudi author, Thoraya el-Sherlff 
(Ph.D, American University of 
Beirut) , made up wiuit she couldn't 
document, wrote half-truths, or 
quoted out of context. . 

At her press conference she said 
Israeli Arabs are living in dire 
poverty; the Jewish Agency haa 
been .entrusted 'with handling child 
allowances to avoid paying non-. 
Jewish mothers;, military 
governments set up In Israeli Arab 
villages after the War of 
Independence were never removed. 
Jews use Israeli Arab children for 
slave labour, she said, and the 
Koenig report oh the Arabs, of 
. Galilee was adopted by the Rabin 
government and now forms the 
basis for Israel's West Bank policy. 

No one was allowed to question 
her specious research. When I 
challenged her at the press con- 
ference, my microphone was 
switched off. 

Perhaps every Israeli should be 
given a chance to attend a con- 
ference such as that In Copenhagen. 
For me; it was an eye-opener, mak- 
ing crystal clear the fact that when 
it comes to world politics, It does 
not matter which Zionist party is in 
power here. If we oblige the Arab 
bloc by returning to the '67 borders, 
they will demand partition. If we 
return to the !47 borders, they will 
demand annihilation of the Jewish 
State. 

Yet I suppose we should not stop 
sending delegations to UN 
gatherings. They offer us a chance 
to affect international opinion 
through media coverage of such 
events. Perhaps we even perform a 
world service. Israel alone was 
brave enough to enumerate the tour 
dozen or so international "hot 
spots," otherwise Ignored by 
delegates, where non-Palestinian 
women are suffering because they 
are refugees, or persecuted for 
their religious or political .beliefs, 
or dying from hunger, poverty, and 
disease.
